No. F. 3(10)-NS/75.— The President hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Post Office (Recurring Deposits) Rules, 1970, namely;^- 

1. (1) These rules! may be called the Post Office (Recurring Deposits) (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Post Office (Recurring Deposits) Rules, 1970, in rule 11 A,— 

(1) in sub-rule (i) after the letters and figures “Rs. 10”, the words, letters 

and figures "or Rs. 15 or Rs. 20”, shall be inserted; 

(2) for sub-rule (ii), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“GO If a depositor or the surviving depositor, as the case may be, has 
more than one account of the denomination of Rs. 5, Rs. *10, Rs. 15 
or Rs. 20, the benefit of payment under this rule shall be available 
in respect of only one account which may be specified by the 
depositor or surviving depositor, as the ‘ case may be. ‘ Such 
depositor may change the option and specify another account if 
he sg dps;rep ipy an application to the Post Office yffiere the ^ccpunt

Gazette, 

2. In the Post Office (Cumulative Time Deposits) Rules, 1959, in rule 10A — 

(1) in sub-rule (i) after the letters and figures “Rs. 10”, the words, lette 

and figures “or Rs. 15 or Rs. 20”, shall be inserted; 

(2) for sub-rule (ii), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely;— 
i( (ii) If a depositor or the surviving depositor, as the case may be, has 

more than one 5 year account of the denomination of Rs, 5, Rs, 10’, 
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Rs, 15 or Rs. 20, the benefit of payment under this rule shall be 
available in respect of only one account which may be specified 
by the depositor or surviving depositor, as the case may be, 
Such depositor may change the option and specify another account 
if he so desires by an application to the Post Office where the 
account stands registered. If no such account has been so specified 
by such depositor, the benefit of payment shall be admissible in 
respect of the earliest, account of the denomination of Rs. 20, 
If any, which qualifies for payment and if there is no such account 
of the denomination of Rs, 20, then in respect of any one of the 
earliest account of the denomination of Rs, 15, Rs, 10 or Rs, 5 
Which qualifies for payment.”
